against a jury trial amendment 
to the civil rights bill. 
Knowland reported Eisenhower's

conference after he had breakfast­ 
ed with the President. 
The California senator read an 
Eisenhower statement of July 16 
and announced that the chief ex­ 
ecutive's position is "precisely the 
sam e" now as it was then. 


IN THE STATEM ENT Eisenhow­ 
er urged that the bill include 
a 
right to vote provision and said 
•'jury trial should not be inter­ 
posed in contempt of court cases." 
The administration bill, already 
passed by the House, would au­ 
thorise the government to 
seek 
injunctions against conspiracies to 
deprive persons of the right 
to 
vote. Violators would be subject 
to contempt of 
court 
penalties 
without trial by Jury. , 
After one jolting defeat on an 
amendment eliminating broad civil 
rights guarantees, the administra­ 
tion is fighting Democratic spon­ 
sored amendments to 
assure 
a 
jury trial in criminal contempt 
cases under the right to vote pro­ 
vision.

trial proposal fails. 
O'Mahoney's amendment would 
provide jury trials in all cases in­ 
volving criminal contempt but not 
in cases of civil contempt.

GOP senators are "overwhelming­ 
ly against ' jury trial amendments 
as presented. Asked if they were 
m ore solidly opposed than on the 
earlier vote this week, he replied, 
•'by far.”

SILENCING COURT CRITICS 
I Walt S lre rt Journal i 
In an address before the American 
B ar Association the other day, Senator 
Javits of New York pleaded with the 
law yers to defend against criticism "the 
authority 
and 
effectiveness” 
of the 
U nited States Suprem e Court. 
The Senator w arned that the Court 
"stands In jeopardy of a seriously ad­ 
verse public reaction" because of some 
recent rulings Involving Congressional 
authority, internal subversion and in­ 
ternational affairs. Mr. Javits said that 
law yers ought to back up the Court 
w hether they agreed with the decisions 
o r not. 
T hat strikes us as a rather prepos­ 
terous 
proposition. 
For 
the 
United 
States Suprem e Court, while presently 
pretty much a law to itself, is after all 
composed of men who may make mis­ 
takes just as law yers and Congressmen 
and other ordinary men may err. 
And as m attrrs stand now', Congress 
has the C onstitutional power to limit 
Suprem e Court jurisdiction, if Congress 
so wishes, to a more narrow area than 
the C ourt now possesses. And Congress 
can enact legislation to reverse Supreme 
C ourt rulings—and, Indeed, has from 
tim e to time been invited by the Court 
to do so when the language of a statute 
restricts the Court to an Interpretation 
which even the Court thinks is off the 
m ark. It is idle to suggest that the Court 
is so supreme as to be above criticism 
when such powers exist. 
Moreover, there is danger in the idea 
th at no one should differ with the Court. 
For if people are prevented from speak­ 
ing out when error is suspected or dis­ 
covered, there is not very much chknce 
that, wrong can be righted. And if, as 
a m atter of policy, it should become 
the practice for tire executive branch 
and the legislative branch to rem ain 


branch decides or does, w hat then be­ 
comes of the present balance of powers 
In our Governm ent? The Court would 
not then be the Suprem e Court, but the 
Government; 
and 
the 
nine justices 
would not be judges but dictators in a 
judicial oligarchy. 
Fortunately, not m any lawyers will 
be disposed to accept admonishm ents 
about the dangers of criticism . On the 
sam e program with Senator Javits the 
retiring president of the B ar Associa­ 
tion, while deploring "unbridled ran t­ 
ing" about Court decisions, himself ac­ 
cused the Suprem e C ourt of exercising 
“superstate powers” when it ruled th at 
a man could not be denied a license to 
practice law on the ground he wag a 
form er Communist. Subsequently, the 
Bar Association refused even to enter­ 
tain a resolution decrying “contempu- 
ous” criticism of the Suprem e Court. 
Nor do we for one mom ent believe 
that the Suprem e CouVt would itself be 
happy with any rule th at would prevent 
criticism about C%jrt rulings. The Su­ 
prem e Court does not alw ays agree 
w ith the Supreme Court, as everyone 
saw In the issue of w hether soldiers’ 
wives must answ er to m ilitary courts- 
m artial when overseas. Last year the 
Suprem e C burt said, Yes. B ut 366 days 
later, on the sam e case, th e Supreme 
Court said, No. 
Is the C ourt to be im mune from 
criticism of such judicial reasoning 
which, If It were right one time, was 
bound to be wrong the other? 
Of course not. And for our part, we 
think the Suprem e C ourt itself has laid 
out some pretty good guldeposts con­ 
cerning criticism of w hat it does and 
w hat it doesn't do. For as anyone who 
takes th e, trouble to read dissenting 
opinions can easily find out, there is 
no one more critical of a Supreme 
C ourt decision than one of the justices 
who happens to disagree 
with 
the 
m ajority.
